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JL JLs a young preacher, our Pastor Dr. Jack Hyles was faced with a landmark decision. He had to 
decide between keeping the “wealthy” church members or the bus kids. One night in the late spring 
of 1960 Brother Hyles stayed up all night praying, burdened by this decision. In the early morning 
hours, Brother Hyles fell on his race in front of the Conrad Hilton Hotel on Michigan Avenue (now the 
Chicago Hilton Hotel). Hundreds of people gathered around him as he wrestled with this decision. 
When the decision was made, Brother Hyles stood to his feet and shouted “I’ll take the bus kids!”

School is a result of that landmark decision.
